New York, Sept 11— The folio wing ii ad> 
ditional news by Ibe steamer City of Boatoa: 

The London Daily Xewi of the let instanl 
says, Confederuto bonds which have of late 
been ultogolhor neglected are in demand at 
an advance.

It is saroiised tliut accauiiib may httvo 
arrived favorable to ibo Philadalphia Cod* 
veotioD. It ia difficnit, however, to see bow 
the prospeotB of boodbolders o»o tbareby be 
improve'd^i'eioce an ^absolute codditfoo has 
beeo made and ax^sed to that the war debt of 
the Sooth shall be totally repudiated. 

A Btraago rumor cornea from Rome to the 
efleot that a oonapirucy to poison itie Emper- 
or of ihe French at Vicby, was discovered be- 
fore be fall that place. PotBOO was to have 
beeo given in a potion wbioh tbe Emperor 
was aoeastomed to drink after bis bath. It 
is assorted that a mao named Valeotire was 
to have carried tbe design into effect, but 
wbeo it was discovered through a warninR 
letter sent by one of tbe conspirators in Eome 
to tbe Kmperor, Valeotire committed euicide. 

A French oewepapet ibus announces the 
failuriaof tbe ArobdacbessOarlotta's oooditionii 
wHbj Napoleon: Tbe Empress Oarlotta has 
paidibet'lMtVTisll to tbe Emperor and there 
is no longer tbe slightest doubt that he hafl 
lately announced to the Princess with ex- 
treme regret bia irrevocable resolutioo not to 
subscribe to any of ibe arrangements which 
■be had come to propose as tbe mauDS of aid- 
ing tbe dynasty of Mexico. It is now oertaio 
that Ibe Empress of Mexico will not agaio 
' return to that country and that Maximilian 
will soon join her in Europe after having ob- 
dloatcd. 

London, Sept. 10— Evening — Tbe Eastern 
qneslioo seems to be looming in the future. 

Russia shows signs of moving once more to 
obtain control ol Danubian priocipaliiiee, 
and probably eventaally of Uoostantioople. 
Tbe Forie^bas determined to recognize 
Priooe Charles, of Hohzeniollern, as Emperor 
of tbe Principalities. 

Vienna, Sept. 10 — Evening — Orders have 
been issued by the Minister of War declar- 
ing that regiments of the Austrian army 
oamed after the King and Princess of Prus- 
eiA, Duke ot Baden, and some olbers, shall 
oease to be so named.

Jo tbe House of Commons, on Monday 
night, the 23d, Lord Stanley said the Uabloet 
were anziona to remove any irritation arising 
out of cases ooooeoted with tbe war between 
(bo iVoriband tbeSoatb. If tbeclaims were 
presented by the American Cabinet, the Eng- 
lish Government intended to issue a royul 
commission to inquire into the neutrality 
laws, and, il possible, to revise them. 

Id bringing forward in the House of Com- 
mons bis annual moliou for the ballot, Mr 
Berkeley said bo bad been for nearly tweniy 
years in Parliament, and during Ibe whole of 
that time be bad observed tho steady increase 
of corruption at elections. The motion wuh 
rejected by a vole nl 1!)7 to 110. 

In the House of Commons, Mr John Stuart 
Mill bad pot a series ol questions to the Uuv- 
arnmeot as to wbaibcr they intended to 
prosecute those who ware charged with mur- 
der during tho Jamuica disturbances by un- 
lawfully putting 10 death certain persons. 
Mr Disraeli said Uovernor Eyre had been 
dismissed, but further than ibis, the Govern- 
meiii ai present could not give iolormation.

Mr Gladstone in a 
speech, supported tbe Government and wurmi 
ly praised tbe treatment accorded tu the Fern 
iaoa by tbe Amerieao Quvernmeot. Mr 
Magaw's resolutions onaiosc tbe bill were 
negatived by u vote of lUC against 31, 

Id tho Goodwood race.s iho Goodwood 
stakes were won by Spociul, and tbo Good- 
wood cup by Duke. 

The reioim moetinf; in Hyde Park, prom- 
ised by tbe Bsform Lea^^nu, and ib'outened 
with 'auppiesiioo by poiicu notices, and a 
minislorial statement Ijy .Mr Walpole in the 
House of Commons, uliich was hold on 
Monday eveninj;, tbu 22(1 of July, by tliu 
wanton intcrlerunoH of ilie police wuh made 
nn occasion o( disnrdur and ovcu blondalieil. 
From about 2 o'clock in the altoriioon nil 
after midoiglit the faHliionablo localities 
around Hydo Park were disturbed by scenes 
happily not ollen wilucsHud in this country. 
The beautilul park, ut a oaadon of tbe year 
wbeo iui obarms are ot tbeir full, was closed 
with every demonstration of hostility against 
tbe people, to whom it was supposed to bo- 
Jong ; and its broad walks and green award 



were taken possession of by the civil and 
military outhoritioi. In the early part of tbe 
evening thero was much good bumou;-, but 
Uio crowd having swayed against the iron 
lonce, it hroko and the masses entered the 
park only to be attacked by tho police 
About fiO were injured. It was only when 
ihe military came that tho people left the in- 
olosure. Tho 2'imes soys, that on tho day 
following tho rioting began again. The 
crowds congregated in Hyde Park and again 
attacked tbo police with stones and brickbuln. 
Tbey tore np Ibe shrubs.broke off tbe braoob- 
as from tbe tree!>, and wrought a devasta- 
tion in tho Park whioh it will take some 
lime to restore. As oigbt approached, Ihe 
attack OQ private houses was resumod. Tbe 
windows of the Albeniuum Club were 
nroashed, lor what reaaon il is not en.sy to 
coDooive. In other slreotc near tho Park 
.similar outrages were committed. Several 
of tho police are said to bava been badly 
hurt. The Lord Chancellor's windows 
shared the fate of those on tbe other side 
of tho Park. Oomplote quiet was not ru* 
stored in the Park on Ibis tbe second night of 
Iho riots, and tbe service of the Guards, boib 
horse end foot, have been required to overN 
awe the crowd.

Tbo Ministerial Tariff Bill has passed the 
Legislature. All tbo Free Ports nro lo be 
closed. 

A bill for the amalgamation of the railwoy 
interests is before Parliament. 

It is confidently expected in Canada that 
another Fauian i.ivasiou will soon '.uku 
place. The militia are kept drilling, and an 
attempt is being mado to have Purliameiii 
prorogued in tbe latter part of this week, 
to avoid an 'investigation of tbe Port Erie 
affair. 

Mr John Hobs hnscoinplained to llio Cana- 
da Parliament that the Crown lands wciu 
badly managed, that a grert revenue was 
lust, and settlors were driven to tbe Uoited 
Stales wbero more encouragement was 
given them. 

Tbe Bepublioan party in Lower Canada 
have been defeated in tbeir efforts to obtain 
a Democratic form of Legislature, by a vole 
of 09 to 31. Upper Canada will have a 
Lcgislatute of one Elective Chamber. 

There was a fight in tho Parhment boure 
at Ottawa, Canada, July 3l8t. The Com- 
batants wero Mr Dorion, one of the moat 
prominent members of tbe House of Aasem- 
blv, and Ouuru La Joio, editor of tbe Xc 
Canada. Dorion i.s believed to be the editor 
of Ibe De la Frachicur, in which some ar- 
ticles recently appealed seriously reUeeling, 
it is alleued, on the domeslio virtues of La 
Joie. Tbe latter met Dorion in the House, 
daaiod tbe truth ol the assertions in DorionV 
paper concerning him, charged Dorion with 
tbeir aulhorBhip, told him to defend himself 
like a man, and the fight immediately com- 
menced. After a short hut severe 8lru^;gle 
iha editor had decidedly the best of tho bat- 
tle, leaving Dorion's faoo in a iniscrablc 
plight from the effeota of his blows. La 
Joia was arrested by the gergeant'Ot-arms, 
and discharged Ibe next day alter being 
reprimanded by the speaker.

Her Britaonio Majesty's steam corvette 
Clio, arrived at Tnbofra on the eveoiog of 
the 1.5lh alt., last from the coast of Ma.xico, 
where a large number of tbe crew contracted 
Ihe favor.

in a lew days. 

The ooQee market of Costa Rica has been 
unfavorably afleoted by the 'prices which 
I hat article is reported to be realizing in 
Europe. 

There was great rejoicing down in the 
tropics over tbe arrival of a ship at AEpin-< 
wall freighted with Boston ice. 

Hon. Greville Buckley Matihew, Colonial 
Secretary ol Honduras, died at Belize, 
June 8ih. 

Advices from Tole. state tbnt a force of '.'.5 
revolutionists attacked Los Hurconiioa and 
San Lorenzo on the 29ih ult., but wero re- 
pulsed by the Goveroraaot party, who bad 
arrived the previous evening, leaving behind 
them four prisoners and dome arms.' 

From these acconots it seems tbe revolu" 
tionista gained possession of tbe city of 
Divid, July 23d, and continued to bold tbe 
place.

The Chronicle and Star are at logfjer- 
heads over the appointment ol Admiral 
Tuoker as Chief of tbe Paruvian and Cail- 
eao Navy. 

On tbe 5tb instant, tho city of Panama 
was visited by ono of Ihoso fearful slorms of 
thunder und ligbli.ing such as low have ever 
wiineased. Several of tbo thunder rlaps 
wero 80 severe as to make the strong wall.s of 
many of the edificus in tho city .".pi)ear lo 
tremble; and two of tho shocks camed some 
amouni ol damage in our iiniucilinie vicinity. 
At Mr Lee's workshop in the old Jesuit Col- 
lege, the lightning played around the engine 
and along tbe shafts aud beltings in a man- 
ner sublime and awe inspiring, but the ef- 
fect on tbe water tank was indeed surprising.

Tbo lank wuti niiulu oni; siiapcd, 
eonse(juontly the lower part is iiiucli wuler 
than Iho upper, and tbe volume of water 
greater at the base, A shook of eleotrioiiy 
Was communicated by tbe storm to the water, 
und ca .sod the aguaous cunienls of tho tank 
to expond; but ihera not being room cnouyli 
lor il lo escape by tbe opening at tho lop, 
tho disturbed uiasa raised the tank from its 
firm setting, lifted the whole mass about 
three feet fruw the ground and displaced it 
over two luet from the spot.

Tha 
United Company, on Conklin's Gulch, had 
commenced taking out pay; tho Inlest vfssh- 
ing up tor 24 hoore work, was 100 ounco'i. 
Several claims on Williams Creek wero do- 
ing well, and on Grouse Creek the Heron 
claim yields per week 145 ounoesj tbe Short 
Bond company, Full Rigg company, Dis- 
covery and Ne'er-do-Welfoompany's, were 
ull making wages.

Mikado, and of taking thai le.id in Jaiiunu.se 
politics, Id which bis i-an!(, iv. .illli, aiul very 
riipcnor inlnlligence, niunl iiiideniably entiile 
liun. Il \i well underslood tiy tlioao cimver- 
sant with tbe politiea of the Soiulioru States 
ol Jiipiiii, und particularly, lately to i'Juro,. 
pcnu friends ot Satauma, to whom he and bis 
agents are very fro> ly communioativo, tlmt 
hu is strongly io favor ol a sweeping reform 
in tbu preaent.tyatem of government in this 
country. Should be ever arrive at Iho head 
of oiTairi, be will undoubtedly ioitialo a form 
of gorernmeat retf aimilar to that of our 



Count liisMiRK.— Count Bismark was 
bnrn in ISM at Schoonhausen, on the Elbe, 
and is ol u family which claims lineal do 
Hccnt from one of the ancient chiefs of n 
powcrlul Slavonic tribe, lie studied at Ilia 
Universities ol Gottingen, Berlin, and Griefs- 
wald, becuma volunteer in tbe infantry, was 
made member ol the Diet of Saxony in 184C, 
and of tho general Diet in tbo following year. 
Tbe singular vivacity of i'.is language, and 
his irrepressible tendency lo stari some bold 
and audaoious paradox, which be then 
inainiained with remarkable vigor and abili^ 
ty, quickly hxed tbe attention of political 
people. Ono of the theories which be ex^ 
pounded in this iasbioo was lo tbe effect that 
larga ciiies were centres ol all that was 
mischievous and wrong — that they were ob- 
noxious in tbe higho-it degree to the general 
welfara of nations, and ought to be destroyed 
lis hotbeds ol evil principles. The revolu- 
tion of 18-18 had tha effect of completely con 
firmiug M. Bismark in bis absolute tendencies. 
The King bad attentively walcbed the ca- 
reer of tbe young slaiesman whose political 
views were so emioeolly acceptable to bim, 
and in 18S1 M. Bismark was invited lo enter 
the diplomatic service. His talents were, it 
would appear, quite understood from the 
first ; for soon afterwards the post of Ptussiao 
roprtsenlative in Frankfoit was vacant, it 
was certain that dillicult and delicate ques- 
tions would tlien require to be disousseil and 
sallied, und Binmark wasoppointed. Wheth- 
er anything ocoured here to wound hia sus- 
ceptibilities or irritate his dogmatic and 
ovarboaring temper cannot bo actually ascer- 
tained J but, undoubtedly from Ibnl period 
may be dated bis constant manifestalions 
of eomity towards. Austria. Ho never lost 
any opportunity of deplariog in season and 
out nf season that Austria was not only tbe 
liereditrry foa of Prussia, but was a common 
source ol danger to Gejmany and disquiet 
nnd uiieasinoaa to Iha whole ol Europe. 
Though, in point of fact, Austria always fiaa 
been, and in the nature of things always 
must bo, a conservative power ruthor than 
otboriViBf, sluggish in coniincncing war, ond 
more often condemned to defend herself 
than to attack others, by continual rcitcra- 
tioo these acousalions received a certain 
amonnt of credit. Tho Prussian Liberals 
did, indeed, dislike M. Bismark, but not 
with tlmt biiternesa with which a man ia 
said tu regard ibe enemies in his own house- 
bold. At any rate, they detested Austria 
more; und when in 1862 ,M. Bismark was 
Hcnl to Vienna, and contributed largely lo 
to the exeluHioii of Austria from tbu Zoll- 
vfrein, iirf,'a:iiziiig a eystomntic opposition to 
Count llechberg and all proposiliuns which 
emanated Irom him, the hatred of Liberal 
and Contitiluiional principles which has al- 
ways distinguished tho Prussian Minister 
was appareolly forgiven, if not forgotten. It 
will be remembered that in 1858 a remarkable 
brochure appeared, entitled " La Prusse ot 
la Ijiiestioii Iialienno," io which an alliance 
of Prussia, Uussia, nnd France was advoca- 
led US ilic sure means of establishing a Ger- 
man unity whicti should bo at onco safe and 
honorable. Of course, ir wos lobe under 
Ihe guardian earc cf Prussia. There is 
hardly iiny (Soiibt that M. Bismark, if ho did 
not acliially write this pamphlet, in3|iiied it, 
and superintended its introduction into the 
world ; und ttiis lad gives a light whereby 
to read his obaraoier, lor it would seem that 
be is not only despotio in theory and daring 
in action, but that, oooirary to tbe general 
accepted idea, bo has patieooo and can 
"bidohiH lime " In 1859 M.. Bismark was 
sent iiu an aniba.ssador to St, Petersburg, and 
reinaiiiml lor llirno years at tbo Couri of the 
Czar. W'lialever iiilluence be may have ac- 
(|UirL'd lIuMu will probably remain barren 
e.NC'.'pt under certain circurnslnnceH which 
arL> not very liki'iy to arise. When .M. Bis- 
mark loft St. Polersbnrg bo was for about 
six months ambassadors at Paris, and wus 
summoned thence to Berlin to ulTiciata io 
Ibe double oapanity of Minister of Foreign 
Alhirs and Master of tha King's Household. 
This was in 1862. At that time Prussia, 
ivus a prey to inlornul conflict, carried on 
liowever, ivilb a phleginalio ualiu anil cuin- 
hrous hIowiioss which were both iucomproH 
lieii.sible arid ve.'4iiliuns lo Kiiglish politicians. 
Tlio Lo'.ver Chiiinher sieailily and resoluiely 
resisted the inililary roorgaiiizatioii, which 
tonded to weaken llie landwebr us much as 
il v/uuld strongtli^'n the standing army, 
t'hat in this matter tho meojbers were guided 
by a wise iostinotis shown by ibe reluoiance 
ol tbe laodwebr to commence hoBtilitics in 
the present unjust quarrel, whereas M. Bia- 
mark's strooglb lies in the readiness of pro- 
fessional BOldiara lo engage in any quarrel. 
The l!i:d}j;et then was condeniiied by an iin- 
1111)11 ill iiiiijorilj , liiit tlie Upper iloiiso ap- 
proved it, ami tho Susaioii wus abruptly 
oli'aed by Kiiynl inandaie. M. Bisiniirn 
Odiitiniied in power, and his adininistralion 
w IS distinguinliid bv oxtreiiie rigour towards 
ihn prcsp. In 18f!3 on aildruss was presented 
by the Deputies to Iho King, in whioh the 
.Minister was struilly charged with having 
violated tha Constitution. Soon after the 
Polish Revolution broke out, and oootributed 
not u little to tho dlQiculties of tbe Govcrn- 
iiienf. A seorat Iroaty was concluded with 
Uussia on tho 8tb of February io 1863, and 
as soon as the Chamber waa oogoiBant of iba
